Durins  tho  vaok  of  Mareh  17th,  19^,  X roeoived  tome  vory  import- 
ant aaueor  information  from  ono  of  Orloan'o  moot  roopoetod  ponons,  Polieo 
Ohiaf  Qoorga  Fingar.  I know  tho  Chiof  vory  troll,  at  I mako  daily  vioito  to  tho 
pelieo  station  to  pick  up  novo-worthy  matorial  for  my  noon  broadcast. 

During  my  visit  to  tho  station  that  day,  wo  got  into  a chat  about 
my  UFO  Oonforonoo  which  was  sehodulod  for  March  20th.  In  tho  course  of  tho 
oonvoroation,  Chiof  Fingor  askod  me  if  I had  ever  hoard  of  a eortain  incident 
that  occurred  in  Ponnaylvanla  some  time  between  September  of  19^  and  January 
of  19^1.  It  happened  that  I loww  nothing  about  it*  The  details  were  scarce  but 
onou^  was  there  to  make  me  want  to  look  into  it  further.  He  told  me  that  an 
objeot  was  supposed  to  have  crashed  in  tho  vicinity  of  Ccudersport  and  Empor- 
ium, Fb*,  and  that  it  sheared  off  tho  tops  of  trees*  I was  also  told  that  the 
U*  8*  Amy  came  into  tho  area  (a  hilly  section  away  from  any  main  roads)  with 
Amy  trucks.  They  roped  tho  area  off,  loaded  tho  object  on  trucks,  and  drove 
away. 

That  was  enough  for  mei  I made  up  my  mind  to  follow  this  story 
through.  Hero  is  tho  course  of  tho  events  that  followed. 

I learned  that  several  people  in  tho  area  wore  supposed  to  have 
seen  tho  object  shortly  before  it  crashed.  One  of  them  was  a Reserve  Officer 
of  tho  U.  8.  Army  who  lived  in  Emporium  and  who  worked  at  Sears  Roebuck  & Co. 
at  fiaporium  at  the  time*  He  was  supposed  to  have  seen  an  Army  truck  pick  up 
the  object  and  haul  it  away.  The  Reserve  Officer  figured  the  Army  knew  what 
the  object  was,  and  ho  thought  the  Army  truck  he  saw  was  from  Baltimore,  Mary- 
land. He  allegedly  was  told  to  keep  quiet  concerning  what  he  sawl  I learned 
that  the  Oameron  County  Press  Independent  in  Emporium  supposedly  carried  this 
story* 

Hy  next  move  was  to  call  the  editor  of  that  paper,  James  Klies.  I 
told  him  of  my  findings  and  asked  him  to  check  his  files  to  see  if  he  had  any- 
thing on  the  story.  Mr.  Kiles  told  me  he  would  phone  me  back  in  a few  hours. 
That  same  afternoon,  I received  the  reply  to  my  request.  He  told  me  that  the 
only  thing  he  had  for  the  period  of  September  19^  to  January  19^1  was  a re- 
port concerning  a weather  balloon  that  was  found  near  Keating  Summit  on  Friday 
October  15th.  19^*  by  two  hunters,  Oene  Kreltner  and  Clifford  Stuckey,  both 
of  Keating  Sum^t.  He  said  the  balloon  had  six  panels  and  was  covered  with  al- 
uminum or  lead  foil.  The  panels  had  two  small  batteries  and  a light  bulb.  The 
equipment  was  turned  over  to  the  Air  Force.  The  balloon  was  found  in  the  vi- 
cinity of  Liberty, 

I next  called  a ^Ir.  Fish,  Sr.,  who  is  associated  with  the  Couders- 
port  Enterprise.  After  I Informed  him  of  my  findings,  he  told  me  that  he  had  a 
vague  recollection  of  the  event,  but  that  was  all.  He  gave  me  the  name  of  the 
editor  of  the  newspaper  at  that  particular  time.  He  is  Walter  Taylor,  who  now 
works  at  the  Genoa  Printing  Co.,  at  Genoa,  Ohio. 

Hy  next  contact  was  with  Bert  Freed,  of  Orlean,  N.  Y,  a reporter 
for  the  Bradford  Era  of  Bradford,  ft.  Bert  had  been  in  this  vicinity  for  a 
good  many  years  and  if  the  Bradford  paper  carried  anything  on  the  story,  he 
would  remember  it  locally.  After  telling  him  of  my  findings,  I was  informed  by 
him  that  he  could  not  remember  the  event.  However,  he  suggested  that  I contact 
Katherine  Dorfeld  of  Ccudersport,  who  lived  there  at  the  time.  Upon  calling 
Mrs.Dorfeld,  I learned  that  she  did  remember  the  incident.

tho  area,  roped  it  off,  and  elosed  all  newt  eouroee  on  the  event,  dovernment 
truoke  moved  in,  loaded  the  object  up,  and  whisked  it  away. 

On  March  24th,  19^i  I wrote  a letter  to  the  ex-editor  of  the 
Ooudersport  weekly  newspaper.  After  2 failed  to  hear  from  him  for  over  three 
weeks,  I called  him  long-distance  at  Genoa,  Ohio.  MflHpB^told  me  that  his 
wife  had  just  returned  from  Ooudersport.  She  was  visiting  friends  there,  and 
also  checked  on  the  story,  which  did  appear  in  the  paper  at  the  time. 
lor  told  Bie  it  was  quite  a story, but  not  similar  to  the  one  I had  come  across. 
He  said  he  would  get  all  the  facts  together  and  send  me  the  story  in  about  one 
week  if  possible.  I am  still  waiting  for  his  reply. 

Throxtgh  a series  of  phone  calls  I picked  up  the  fact  that  a wit- 
ness allegedly  heard  a noise  while  working  on  his  farm.  He  then  heard  an  ex- 
plosion and  started  running  to  the  vicinity  of  where  the  noise  came  from.  This 
man's  name  ia  and  at  the  time  he  lived  near  Empori>«a,  Since 

that  time  Mr.fll^^has  moved,  and  through  a friend  of  his  ( 
an  attorney  in  fisporium),  I obtained  his  present  address.

Imsband,  of  whom  2 neglected  to  get  the  first  name  in  my 
long-distance  telephone  conversation  with  her.  ^IPfi^old  that 

the  object  was  laade  of  metal.  Two  boys  were  supposed  to  have  been  playing  in 
the  vicinity,  and  they  got  to  the  object  before^migi^.  allegedly  was

la  Novsmbsr  19^7»  the  ascaslns  "This  W««k*  (a  supplsasnt  to  aany 
tuaday  nawopapors)  eontainad  an  artiola  eallad  *What  tflll  Inradari  from  Spaoa 
Leek  Llkat*  by  rookat  axpart  Willy  Lay. 

Mr.Lay  gava  raaions  why  ha  thinka  wiaitera  from  apaoa  will  braatha 
alff  aat  wagatabla  and  animal  matter*  will  waigh  not  lass  than  AO  nor  mors 
than  250  pounds*  possass  a skull*  two  ayas*  two  aars*  and  hands  and  feat. 
*Thay  will  probably  baar  a strong  rasamblanea  to  tha  man  naxt  door*"  said  Mr. 
Lay*  so  that  "tha  ohanoas  ara  you  wouldn't  awan  giwa  tham  a saeond  look." 

Furtharmora*  Mr.  Lay  said  our  Way  Oalaxy  has  about  ^0  bil- 

lion stars  or  suns*  most  of  which  hara  planats.  Our  invadars  from  space  will 
originate  frMi  a planet  wary  much  like  our  own  Earth. 

Tharafora*  according  to  Mr.  Lay*  out  of  tha  many  billions  of  plan- 
ets la  our  galaxy*  containing  all  possible  forms  of  Ilfs*  only  one  form  of  In- 
talllgant  Ufa  capable  of  spaoa  flight  is  probable  - tha  human  form  - so  like 
our  own  that  "you  wouldn't  swan  giwa  tham  a saeond  look."  And  this  form  of 
life  would  coma  from  a planet  vary  much  like  our  own. 

Thus  Mr.  Lay  gives  much  comfort  to  tha  writers  of  "saucer  contact 
stories"*  in  which  tha  visitors  from  space  ara  claimed  to  look  like  us.  He  al- 
so gives  comfort  to  tha  Ardent  Baliavers  of  such  stories*  who  eagerly  expect 
that  any  strange- looldng  parson  they  sea  might  be  a visitor  from  space.  At  the 
same  time  Mr.  Lay  debunked  most  solenee-fletion  writers*  who  have  depicted  in- 
vadars from  space  as  having  anything  but  human  form. 

The  batter  class  of  science-fiction  writers  are  intelligent*  imag- 
inative* and  wall  educated.  Much  of  their  science-fiction  is  based  on  science 
fact*  stretched  somewhat,  of  course,  to  make  their  stories  more  interesting. 
Oonsaquantly*  their  views  ara  worthy  of  consideration.  So  let  us  see  who  is 
more  likely  to  be  ri^t*  Mr.  Lay  or  tha  sciance-flotion  writers. 

For  tha  answer  to  this  question  we  consult  tha  science  of  Biology 
(tha  study  of  life)  and  one  of  its  branches*  the  study  of  Evolution*  the  pro- 
oass  wharal^  simpler  and  lower  forms  of  life  develop  into  more  complex  and 
higher  forms*  adapting  themselves  to  changes  in  their  environj&ant  during  tha 
process.  From  Biology  and  Evolution  we  learn  tha  followlngt 

(1)  Tha  variety  of  vegetable  and  animal  life  on  our  planet  seems 
almost  limitless.  Many  different  forms  thrive  side  by  side  with  others  in  tha 
same  surroundings.  Anyone  who  studies  even  a few  square  feet  of  grass*  for  in- 
stance* will  be  amazed  at  tha  variety  of  life  to  be  found  there. 

(2)  Life  is  vary  persistant  and  tenacious*  existing  even  under 
seemingly  impossible  conditions.  Thus*  vegetable  and  animal  life  are  found 
everywhere*  even  in  deserts*  on  mountain  tops*  under  ioabargs*  and  even  under 
ocean  bottoms.  It  is  vary  difficult  to  kill  off*  as  anyone  who  has  triad  to 
rid  his  garden  of  weeds  and  insect  pests  can  well  testify. 

(5)  In  tha  growth  and  development  of  life*  nature  takes  many  dif- 
ferent paths  to  accomplish  tha  same  result.  For  instance,  consider  how  soma 
animals  protect  themselves.  Tha  porcupine  rolls  into  a ball  with  its  spikes 
extended,  a turtle  withdraws  into  its  shell,  a horse  fights  with  its  hoofs,  a 
bear  with  its  front  claws,  a dog  with  its  teeth.  Other  animals  protect  them- 
selves only  by  means  of  their  speed,  like  the  •rabbit.  Thus  evolution  is  ran- 
dom, though  directed  toward  the  same  end. 

(4)  This  choice  of  paths  is  partly  accidental*  and  if  wrong*  it 
leads  to  extinction.  Perhaps  that  is  why  many  prehistoric  animals  are  now  ex- 
tinct.
